This would bring total shipment 
up to 789,000,000 pounds, made up

Actual shipments in 
1944 were a total of 860,000,000 
pounds, made up of 129,000,000 
pounds of beef, 692,000,000 of pork 
and 39,000,000 pounds of canned 
meats,

The scale of rationing 
is designed to reduce consumption 
to the annual rate of about 130 
pounds per capita. This is a figure 
about 12 per cent below 1944 but 
about 12 per cent above pre-war.” 

Mr, lsley said to understand why 
the government imposed meat 
rationing it was yecessary to look 
at the background and at Canada’s 
wartime relations with her allies.

There is a point beyond which high 
wages and cheap goods cannot go together.

The word “assistance” is mis- 
leading. We are not engaged in 
international philanthropy. If Gen- 
eral Motors or Ford want to sell 
automobiles, they help finance the 
dealers, so that they can help fin- 
ance the customers. Nobody con- 
siders this charity; on the contrary 
t is supposed to return a profit. 
That is the situation of the United 
States, which needs customers for 
its prodigious production. 

We are pretty new at this busi- 
ness. Prior to the last war the 
United States was a debtor in in- 
ternational finance. A debtor can 
only be solvent through an excess 
of exports over imports When, 
after the last war, we became the 
leading creditor nation, and still 
pushed exports while restricting 
imports, we contributed to upset 
the whole world economy. The pro- 
blem is whether we have learned 
the lesson now when we are infin- 
itely stronger—both absolutely and,

Homes for Veterans 

Editor, Bulletin: Many are asking 
if the terms suggested for rents, or 
purchase by veterans of homes be- 
ing built are reasonable, just or 
fair. In my opinion the rents seg- 
gested are too high and terms of 
purchase should be more reason- 
able. I had hoped to see a rent- 
purchase scheme put into effect 
whereby a returned man under- 
takes to pay the taxes and other 
legitimate charges on the property 
with equal payments made over a 
term of years as rent, and the 
money paid to apply on the pur- 
chase price; the purchaser having 
the choice to purchase on a 10-, 20- 
or 25-year term according to the 
value of the property, so that when 
the full value has been paid a clear 
title is given. 

The fact that all rent paid is as 
money saved, or invested, creates 
an abiding interest in the home; 
the family will make improvements 
and keep the property in good 
shape. It will tend to help settle the 
family, and they will have an en- 
creasing equity and if a change 
has to be made, on account of em- 


ployment or some other cause, they: 


can sell that equity to another pur- 
chaser. I do not feel it is fair to re- 
turned men or their families, that 
as suggested fhe property after a 
ceriain term of years, reverts to the 
cits 

If anyone is entitled to the prop- 
erty it is the men who have fought 
to save our property and then have 
returned and paid rent and taxes to 
its full value. We as a city, should 
have no rights or claim on such 
property. Let us put this matter on 
a basis so that our sons and daugh- 
ters who offered themselves and 
their all to save the country and 
keep us free, know we appreciate 
their sacrifices. The least we can do 
to make is as easy as possible 
for them to re-establish themselves 
and their families.

Vitamin D—also called “The, 
Sunshine Vitemin”’—is the vitamin 
most familiar to the public, as it

Vitamin D may be obtained in 
two different ways, that is, by food 
taken through the mouth or by ex- 
Posing the unclothed skin to the, 
ultra violet rays in sunlight. When 
sunshine is not avegilable, a sub- 
stitute treatment may be given with 
the ultra violet ray lamp or genera- 
tor. It is believed that the body 
Manufactures vitamin D for itself 
following ultra violet treatment or | 
exposeure to the sun because ergo- 
sterol is present in the skin, Foods 
containing ergostorol can be made 
to contain vitamin D by being ra- 
diated with ultra violet. 

Vitamin D enables the body to 
use calcium and phosphorous in
